ONE RIGHTEOUS DECISION. 


Well done for Wisconsin, one of her judges at 
least has defied the fugitive law, showing respect 
for justice and state sovereignty. 

S. M. Bootu of Wisconsin who was in possession 
of the United States Marshal, charged with aiding 
in the rescue of Glover from the kidnappers, hag 
obtained a decision in his favor on a writ of habeas 
corpus. 

When the sheriff came to serve the writ, the 
United States Marshal refused to surrender hi, 
prisoner, alleging, that United States authority was 
superior to the Staie of Wisconsin. “That,” said 
the manly sheriff, “depends, just now, upon who 
is the better man, you or 1.”
